WE ward powred this Spirit of.. Salt;

and Conſe&tions. The ſpace oftwo 
Weeks 
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' Weeks being clapſed, ſupernatant | 

; on the Spirit of Salt, appeared & 
moſt ſpendid Silver-Starre, ſo ex- 
cceding curious, as if it had been 
made with an Inſtrument by a moſt 
ingenious Artiſt. Art the fight of 
which, the ſaid Grill, filled with 
Exceeding Joy, ſignified to us, that 
he had ſeen the Signate' Star of 

- Philoſophers, touching which he 
had read in Bafi/ius, as he thought. 
I, and many other honeft Men, 
did behold this Star ſupernatant 
on the Spirit of Salt, the Lead in 
the mean while remaining in the 
bottom of an afh-colour, and ſwol- 
lenlike a Sponge.

But he anſwer- 
ing by denyal, profeſſed, that he 
was no other than a Melter of Orz- 
chalcum, and that in the Flower of 
his years, he had known many 
things, from his Friend, rare i 
Inc 
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the Sight, and eſpecially the way 
of Extracting Medicinal Arcannms 
by the force of Firs, and that for 
this very cauſe, he vas a Lover of 
this ſo noble Science of Medicine. 
Moreover, long after other diſcour- 
ſes, touching Experiments in Mee 
tals, made by the violence of Fire, 
Elias the Artiſt ſpake to me thus; 
Donor you know the Higheſt Se- 
cret, when it is offered to your 
fight, viz. the Stone of Phyloſo- 
phers, you having read in the Wri- 
tings of manyChymiſts moſt:excel.
